INVADING RAIDERS 
ROUTED THREE TIMES 


BY BRITISH PLANES 


FINALLY REACHED LONDON 


AREA BUT WERE DRIVEN 


OFF BY RAF ATTACKS

Germna air raiders, twice 
turned 
back 
thundering 


thrusts across the English 
channel, broke through de-

RAF attacks and anti-aircraft fire.

It was Labor Day today, 


and it was labor's vital role 
in the task of national de- 
defense that gave the day 
its keynote. 


The holiday m e s s a g e 


President Roosevelt issued 
to the nation's workers ap- 
pealed for co-operation of all to 
strengthen 'and defend the Amer- 
'can way of life. 


Labor leaders pledged the loyal 


efforts 
of their unions In fur- 
thering the preparedness program, 
and expressed readiness to shoul- 
der 
whatever 
responsibilities 


might come. 


These 
expressions, 
however, 


were frequently coupled with at- 
tacks on 
the pending 
conscrip- 


tion legislation—opposed both by 
the American Federation of Labor 
and the Congress of Industrial Or- 
ganizations. 
Wendell L. Willkie, 
republican 
presidential nominee, added 
an- 
other note to the day's 
state- 


ments, charging that there was a 
"present trend toward placing la- 
bor unions under government con- 
trol." 
President Roosevelt In his mes- 
sage told workers that they would 
lose nothing by helping to helping 
to build a stout national defense. 
"In its accomplishment," 
said 


he, "wage earners, well aware of 
the great economic and 
social 
gains they have made in the last 
seven years, may be assured that 
their contribution will not be at 
the cost of lowered labor stand- 
ards or impaired social advances." 
William Green, AFL president, 
in his annual Labor Day address 
at Denver, sajd^that the Fodera- 
tion, realizingfthat "at a time like 
this industrial conflict would 
be 
stupid and dangerous," was ready 
to do its full part. 
He attacked 
the Burke-Wads- 
worth conscription bill, however, 
declaring that President Roosevelt 
should tell congress what military 
manpower is needed and recom- 
mended a "definite program 
to 


fulfill those needs" before further 
action on conscription. 
John L. Lewis, leader of the rl 
val CIO, said in a statement that 
his organization stood "second to 
none in its determination to de- 
fend this nation and its democrat- 
ic way of life."

ONLY CASUALTY, HOWEVER 


LONDON, Sept. 
2.—(IF}—Three 
hundred and twenty children res- 
cued from Britain's 
first torpe- 
doed liner were brought home to- 
day to boast to their parents that 
it took them only three and a half 
minutes to jump out of bed and 
get toHheir lifeboat stations. 
Their lack of panic and 
their 
thorough training for such 
an 
emergency brought all of 
them 
through safely, the ministry of In- 
formation announced, 
when the 
ship taking them to Canada was 
hit last Friday night. 
The vessel remained afloat, It 
was announced, but the children 
were removed In lifeboats 
and 
transferred to rescue vessels, The 
latter were not identified. 
The ministry, 
which withheld

REBUILDING OF THOUSANDS OF 
MILES OF HIGHWAY AND 2,000 
BRIDGES PART OF DEFENSE PLAN 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—(/P)— 


Modern warfare demands a mobile 
armed force, and to put the na- 
tion in a strong defensive posi- 
tion the war department and pub- 
lie 
roacfcs administration jointly 


propose a program of strengthen- 
ing or rebuilding 80,000 miles of 
highways and 2,000 bridges. 


Several thousands of miles of 


Texas highways would be desig- 
nated as defense routes wherever 
necessary to insure swift 
and 


safe passage of 
heavy 
military 


equipment, construction would be 
ordered to improve certain stretch- 
es of roadway or bridges. 


Several weeks ago the war de- 


partment submitted to the PRA a 
chart 
showing the highways It 


deemed strategically located, and 
asked for a report on their pres- 
ent condition. This chart showed 
roads from the panhandle to ,San 
Antonio (one route via Port Worth 
and another via an unnamed point 
about 200 miles west 
of 
Fort 


Worth), from 
Texarkana 
to El 
Paso, Dalian to Houston, San An- 
tonio to Brownsville, San Antonio 
to El Paso, and hundreds of miles 
of interconnecting highways. 


Because of its size, Its interna- 


tional boundary and its natural re- 
sources, Texas had more mileage 
outlined on the chart than any 
other state. In designating defense 
routes the war department took 
Into consideration also the loca- 
tion of existing and proposed army 
and naval posts, location of indus- 
trial 
plants 
manufacturing de- 


fense materials, nnd the problem 
of Ingress .to and egress from 
urban areas. 


The federal roads 
agency 
In 


turn asked of tho various state 
highway departments the condi- 
tion of the 
strategic 
highways 


within their jurisdiction. PRA of- 
ficials said they hoped to have re- 
plies from all states in within a 
month, at d that meanwhile they 


J 


are conferring dally with army en- 
gineers on data already 
In, pre- 


paring a report which John M. 
Carmody, Federal Works Admin- 
istrator, will submit to the Presi- 
dent. - 


It ia expected that shortly after 


the President has received the re- 
port he will send a message to 
congress asking that funds fre ap- 
propriated to construct the defense 
highway system. 
Whether 
the 


work would be done entirely by 
the government, or partially paid 
for by states, or carried through 
at all would be left up to con- 
gress. 


Legislation authorizing the ap- 


propriation of $327,000,000 for the 
regular federal a!d highway pro- 
gram for the fiscal years of 1942 
and 1943, expected to be signed 
into law soon, 
contained 
only 


slight reference to national de- 
fense. It provided 
that 
federal 


funds might be used in defraying 
engineering 
costs 
Incurred 
In 


drafting plans 
and 
supervising 


construction of highways design- 
ated by the Secretary of War or 
Secretary of Navy as vital to the 
national defense. 


Administrator Carmody, In a re- 


cent statement on the part high- 
ways play in defense, 
declared 


that "if our highway system Is 
to function as smoothly as that of 
Germany, "more than 2,000 struc- 
turally-weak 
bridges 
must 
be 


strengthened and old roads must 
be "straightened, widened, grades 
reduced, grade 
crossings elimin- 


ated nnd obsolete structures re- 
placed." 


"Weak bridges," he added, "are 


tho most critical factor. On the 
average there is a weak bridge 
every 35 miles. Their present use 
involves risk to the users. A war- 
time

may 
Invite 
disaster. 


Strengthening these weakest links 
cannot wait until the enemy Is at 
hand."

school * nurse, and issued through 
the office of Superintendent W. H. 
Norwpod Friday morning. The let- 
ter is as follows: 


"It is, the responsibility of tho 


parents to see that their children 
are ready for school. It is not fair 
to tho school or to the child to 
send him to school unless he la 
aa physically fit as he can fcbe 
made. It is advisable that every 
child, whether lie Is a beginner or 
In high school, have a yearly med- 
ical examination, and any defects 
found corrected. Parents are re- 
minded that only a physical In- 
spection and not a medical exam- 
ination is provided by the schools 
for the student. 


"Children with diseased tonsils 


should have them removed before 
school begins. 
Defective 
teeth 


should receive attention of the 
family dentist. Every child should 
be immunized against diphtheria 
and vaccinated against smallpox. 
Those children having defective 
vision should be treated or fitted 
with glasses before 
the 
added 


strain of school life !• placed 
upon their eyes. 


"Skin diseases should be cured, 


as no child with suspicious skin 
lesion will be allowed to remain In 
school without a certificate from 
a physician stating said condition 
is not contagious. 


• "Any defects of eyelids, such as 
granulation, will require a doctor's 
approval. 


"Children exposed to tuberculo- 


sis at any time will also be requir- 
ed to have a certificate. 


"Health habits, such as the re- 


quired number of hours of sleep, 
balanced meals, and dally proper 
elimination, should be well estab- 
lished before the child starts to 
school. 


"Much loss of time from school 


and much Impairment 
to 
the 


child's health can be prevented by 
getting him ready for school dur- 
ing vacation. 


"The 
Corsicana 
Public schools 


do much toward the protection of 
the child's health after he starts 
to school and merit the coopera- 
tion of the parents in the health 
program."

Texas Bankruptcy 
Figures Soared In 


Month Of July 


AUSTIN, 
Aug. 
30.—(JP)->While 


new firms were capitalized for 


more than $4,000,000 and building 
permits soared during July, fail- 
ure of 30 firms, two with capital 
of more than $1,000,000 each, sent 
bankruptcy figures 
skyrocketing, 


the University of Texas Bureau of 
business research reported today. 


The bureau, asserting the num- 


ber of new firms compared with 
97 last June and 104 In July, 1939, 
disclosed July capitalization In- 
creased to $4,387,000 as compared 
with $1,060,000 in June and $1,411,- 
000-In July a year ago. 


Building permits In a cross-sec- 


tion analysis of cities Increased 
35.8 per cent over last June and 
57.8 
per cent above that of July 
last year. 


Liabilities of firms that faded 


totaled $3,250,000 as compared to 
$191,000 in June and $377,000 In Ju- 
ly a year ago with 18 and 23 fall- 
urns, respectively- .

cent above that of the same month 
last year in contrast to a sharp 
unward trend In recent months.
